Life at camp 


You will live in cabins, bunkhouses or mobile 
trailers. 

Meals are prepared daily, but you will pack your 
own lunch for work each day. 

Camps are either all female or all male with 24 
to 36 Rangers at each camp. 

Visitors are not allowed without permission. 
Camp supervisors are in charge of and 
responsible for the camp and all activities. 

Male and female bilingual camps are available 


for a limited number of students. 


What will | get paid? 


You will be paid a daily wage based on the 
Ontario minimum wage, minus a subsidized 
room and board rate. 

Vacation pay is included in your daily wage. 
Pay cheques are directly deposited to your bank 


account every two weeks. 


You can expect to receive your first pay cheque 
during the third or fourth week of camp.

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What you must bring: 

e A pair of 8 inch high CSA-approved (Green 
Triangle) steel shank and toe work boots. 
Make sure you wear them before you begin 
work to avoid blisters. 

e Two pairs of leather or leather strip 
enforced work gloves. 

e Any other safety equipment is supplied on 
the job. 

e Should you be accepted into the program, 
we will provide you with a list of clothing 


and other items you will need. 


Safety comes first 

e During your first week on the job, you will 
be given training on safe working 
conditions, work habits and the use of tools 
and equipment. 

e You must wear proper safety equipment 
when required. 

e All accidents, no matter how small, \must be 
reported to supervisory staff immediately. 

» Stewardship Rangers may not operate 
ministry vehicles. 

e Personal vehicles are not permitted on the 
work site. 

e Firearms and other weapons will not be 
allowed at the worksite. 

e The use or possession of alcohol or non- 
medical drugs will not be tolerated. 

e Smoking is not permitted in Ranger 
vehicles. 

e Personal flotation devices must be worn in 


all watercraft, at all times. 
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Who can apply? 


You are an Ontario resident and enrolled in 
school. 

You will be 17 years old between January 1 
and December 31 the year you want to 
work as a Stewardship Ranger. 

You do not turn 18 at any point during the 
calendar year you want to work as a Ranger. 
You are in good physical condition. (A 
health questionnaire must be completed by 


your family physician and given to your 


team leader prior to beginning work.)

Our Internship Program for post 


secondary school students or recent graduates 


was built to help break this cycle. 


The Internship Program officially started in 
March 2000, and it is getting good reviews. Over 
90 per cent of interns polled felt their internship 


experience has been valuable to their career path. 


They are working as biologists, foresters, 
analysts, marketing and information officers, 


researchers, Geographic Information Systems 


(GIS) specialists, on key MNR projects. 


About the program 


MNR Internships are up to 10 months (40 
weeks) in length. 

The goal of the program is to provide you 
with specific skills and learning 
opportunities to help you make the 
transition from school to work. 

Learning opportunities will focus on MNR’‘s 
key business. 

The work will help ensure Ontario’s natural 
resources are managed sustainably. 

Jobs will change from year to year to reflect 


the Ministry’s business. 


What is the salary? 


The amount you are paid is based on the type 


of work you will be doing. All Intern positions 


pay more than Ontario’s minimum wage.

e Available to youth aged 15 to 24 (up to 
29 if disabled). 

e The program runs for seven weeks, but 
contract start dates vary. 

e There are positions with MNR throughout 
the province. 

e The rate of pay is Ontario’s minimum wage. 

e You must be an Ontario resident, and 
eligible to work in Canada. 

e Students are responsible for their own 


accommodation. 


Applying: 


e Summer Experience Program positions are 


posted in March each year at your local 
Youth Employment Office of Human 
Resources Development Canada and at 
www.gov.on.ca/MBS/english/summer. 

e Position listings are also distributed to high 


school guidance offices and college and 


university career centres.

Complete a Summer Experience application 


form for each position you want to apply for. 


Send the form, your resume, and a brief 
covering letter directly to the office hosting 


the position.

About the program: 


It is a summer program. 

You must be a university student. 

You must be a permanent resident of 
Ontario, eligible to work in Canada and 
have French language skills. 

Ontario university students have the 
opportunity to work in a ministry or agency 
of the Government of Quebec and vice 
versa. 

Positions last 13 weeks, beginning in mid- 
May of each year. 

Exchange opportunities are posted with 
universities in late December. 

You will earn $8.25 per hour. 

Return travel costs and a housing allowance 
are provided.

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Q What kinds of jobs does the Ministry of 


Natural Resources (MNR) offer to youth? 
Through our six employment programs, we 
are able to offer youth of all ages a wide 


variety of jobs. 


The kinds of jobs we offer change from year 
to year to reflect the needs of MNR. 
Responsible for the management of 
Ontario’s natural resources, some of our 
work is done in.a traditional office setting. 
Some of our work is also-done out in the 
field, on rivers, lakes and streams, in forests 
and in parks. All of our youth programs are 
offered across Ontario. This also plays a 
role in the kinds of positions we are able to 


offer. 


Some examples of office type jobs include 
doing research, working with special 
computer applications (such as Geographic 
Information Systems), and administration 
work. There are field type jobs, especially 
with our Ontario Ranger and Ontario 
Stewardship Ranger Programs, that require 
you to work outside some or most of the 


time. Some examples of these jobs include 


stream rehabilitation, clearing portage 

trails, hiking trail design and creation, and 
enhancing Ontario parks.
